When it comes to the breeding of race horses the region in the 
vicinity of Lexington, Kentucky is facile princeps. As a matter of 
fact it occupies a position similar to the province of Normandy in 
France and the Curragh of Kildare in Ireland, There is now such a 
concentration of the top stallions near Lexington with their attendant 
mares, such an investment in improved pastures, board fencing and 
stabling, that there seems no possibility of a change in this supremacy 
within the forseeable future. 

The pre-eminence of the region is not just because of the rich 
soil and the phosphatic limestone which underlies it. History has 
played a part as well. At Woodburn, shortly before the Civil War, 
the Alexanders established the first registered livestock farm on a 
large scale in this country, standing the immortal Lexington and as- 
sembling an outstanding group of mares by *Glencoe to breed to him. 
In the early part of this century, when racing was resumed in New 
York, many wealthy easterners were induced to establish breeding 
farms in the district by the enterprise of such men as Arthur Hancock. 
Such men, then and now, also maintain stud farms in other sections 
which are more conveniently located from a residential point of view. 
But it is almost inevitable that they send a considerable proportion of 
their better mares to the outstanding sires of Kentucky. 

Undoubtedly the most important reason for the supremacy of the 
“Bluegrass” is the calibre of the men and women who own and 
operate its stud farms. In other regions where race horse breeding 
is of importance a considerable proportion of the studs are owned by 
people who are principally engaged in other ventures and regard 
their horses as more or less of a hobby. In Kentucky, on the other 
hand, operations are strictly on a business basis. 

Nowhere is this more apparent than at the Keeneland summer 
sales where the cream of the local yearling crop is offered each year 
toward the end of July. Everything is done for the comfort and con- 
venience of buyers. Hotels and even the sales pavilion are air con- 
ditioned. There is an air conditioned bar adjoining the pavilion and 
the best of food is served at the near-by Keeneland Club. In front 
of the long rows of stables, where the yearlings are led out for in- 
spection before the sales, are benches for prospective customers 
shaded by trees and wooden canopies, as well as barrels filled with ice 
water. 

On the other hand there are no distractions of any kind, The 
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only sights to be seen or amuse- 
ments to be had in and about Lex- 
ington at this time of year are 
sales yearlings, their sires and 
dams. Because of this concentra- 
tion on the business at hand the 
Breeders Sales Company, which 
conducts the auctions, is able to 
get the top dollar for a really 
amazing number of yearlings in 
short order. This year, for in- 
stance, 102 consignors will send 
through the ring in 5 afternoon 
and evening sessions during 3 
days, 212 colts and 151 fillies or 
a total of 363 yearlings. This 
means an average of some 72 
youngsters per session. It also 
means that buyers have an ex- 
ceedingly wide range of choice. 
When one considers that the pre- 
vious lot has to be led from the 
selling lot, led into the ring, often 
a time consuming process with 
highly strung, green colts; that 
the announcer recites the animal's 
pedigree credentials and any re- 
cent winnings of brothers or sis- 
ters since the printing of the 
catalogue, to say nothing of oc- 
casional shipping injuries or other 
blemishes; and that only there- 
after does the auctioneer start 
the bidding—one can only marvel 
that the sessions can be run off 
in time for dinner or bed. 

That this fact is regularly 
accomplished, year after year, is 
a tribute, not only to Bill Evans 
and his efficient staff, not only to 
the consignors and the grooms 
who get the yearlings ready and 
lead them to the pavilion, but 
also to the interest and concentra- 
tion of those who come from all 
over the world to buy.

Is it because such a pleasure is too 
expensive? I can hardly agree with the 
exponents of this argument as it costs 
very little to keep a driving pony. The 
average pony can be turned out during 
good weather and kept up at night 
during the winter. The initial cost of 
the cart and harness is not great if 
these items are bought second hand. 

Perhaps driving is dying out because 
children do not think it provides much 
of a challenge. On the contrary driving

Mr. John Heywood lived to the with- 
ered old age of 83, and it’s a marvel 
that he did. He was a gent who always 
had an epigram cocked, loaded and 
ready to fire at the first innocent vic- 
tim; and such people don't last very 
long. 

If a couple of thanes had just brought 
off a win in the 2:30 event and were 
hurrying to parlay their assets onto 
the 3:15 (or feature race), Mr. Heywood, 
like as not, would raise a skinny finger, 
shake his head sagely and aver, “Better 
a byrde in the hand than ten in the 
wood.” 

If the same two lads had decided that, 
in view of the way the favorites were 
running, they would be wise to take 
their winnings and grab the first bus 
for home, Mr. Heywood would admon- 
ish, “Nothing ventured, nothing gained,” 
or words to that effect. 

Sometimes he was all optimism, “Of a 
good beginning cometh a good end,” he 
said, and then came back with, “A hard 
beginning maketh a good ending,” which 
suggests that, no matter how you made 
out in the first race you should stick 
around for the whole card. 

Mr. Heywood had a slick expression 
for every situation and occasion. He put 
them all into one book called “Pro- 
verbs,” a title which King Solomon had 
used 4,500 years before, but hadn’t copy- 
righted, smart as he was. 

The references to Mr. Heywood that 
I have studied don’t say whether the 
gentleman claimed his stuff was orgin- 
al. Perhaps he was sort of a 16th-century 
Bennet Cerf. Unlike Mr. Cerf, he did 
not credit his sources, and many of his 
bright remarks had been uttered earl- 
ier, and said better. 

Practically every proverb you ever 
heard was put down by Mr. Heywood, 
either composed by him or borrowed 
from some forgotten (by him) source. 

You get the feeling that Mr. Heywood 
delivered most of them with, a smug, 
know-it-all air, but there is one that he 
put in the form of an interrogation and 
there seems to be a bit of indignation 
in his tone, He demanded, “Would you 
both eat your cake and have your cake?” 

The annoying part about Mr. Hey- 
wood and his epigrams is that in them 
he followed a pattern of logic. His aud- 
itors, even though they felt like hand- 
ing him a buffet to the noggin for his 
pedantic mouthings, had to admit, “That 
Heywood character is on the beam.” 

Certainly, it shouldn’t take four years 
of logic to convince a person that if you 
ingest your eclair for breakfast you'll 
have to dig up something else for din- 
ner. Horse-players with sketchy formal 
es recognize this as a natural 
aw. 

Right now, in New York, an investor 
at the course, is trying to fly in the 
face of Nature.

lady horse-player it might be logical 
that she be illogical. 

This lady was making her first visit 
to the track and picked out Aqueduct. 
She went with the determination to bet 
only two dollars per race, and, to make 
sure she wouldn’t have to borrow from 
friends, took along $425. 

Well, her selection in the first race 
blew; so did her choice in the second, 
even though the favorite took the in- 
ital heat and the second choice won the 
next one for a $45 daily double. 

Then, the gal said later, the fascin- 
ation of the (losing) game took a-hold 
of her. She unzippered her purse and 
let go the whole roll in a _ grand 
effort to get even. 

Now that she has eaten her cake she 
aims to have it, too. There is a law, her 
attorney tells her, that permits people 
to get back money lost wagering. It was 
written in 1800-and-something by a poor 
loser. 

The law-fellow, getting real technical, 
says that the old statute still is valid in 
spite of the pari-mutuels law passed in 
1940. He cites two cases wherein los- 
ing bettors collected, one in 1904 and 
the other in 1942. Both of these got their 
money back from bookies, which fits 
under “upon the event of any wager or 
bet prohibited.”

June 27 
THE SPRING MAIDEN STEEPLE- 
CHASE. The last and richest in the series 
of spring maiden ‘chases brought out 
only 4 horses but as 3 of those had fini- 
shed in the money a fortnight before in 
the Aqueduct running, it promised to 
make a hard fought contest. Before a 
small but interested group of early ar- 
riving spectators Brookmeade Stables’ 
Bavaria repeated his Aqueduct victory 
but is was *Another Hyacinth, given a 
fine bold ride by Pat Smithwick, who 
went right to the front and looked the 
winner until coming down the far side 
the last time around. Here he began to 
take liberties with his fences and at the 
13th lost the advantage to Bavaria who 
had been well rated just off the pace. 
‘Beau Sir steadily improving his position 
came up to challenge but the First Fid- 
dle gelding had too much left and went 
on to win by a length and a half in 
the rather slow time of 3.66%. *Follies 

Begere was a distant 4th. 

June 28 
It was good to see 8 horses go post- 
ward on Tuesday. After making herself 
difficult at the post the good mare *Moot 
sprang briefly into the lead but Banner 
Waves came up quickly to take it 
from her followed by, of all things 


Monkey Wrench. Although Banner 
Waves lost his advantage on landing 
badly over the 10th he refused to give 
up fighting for the lead again with *Moot 
and the now prominent *Palaja. Monkey 
Wrench by this time had dropped out 
of it tiring after his unaccustomed effort. 
Around the clubhouse turn and down 
the backside they raced with the grand- 
jumping *Moot in the lead, *Palaja 
pressing her and Banner Waves and both 
jumping beautifully. *Moot jumped the 
last in front but in the exciting drive to 
the wire it was *Palaja who finally was 
in front by a neck. The others, Flaw 
and *Kingale, went well but never came 
into contention. Billing Bear made a 
serious mistake landing over the 2nd 
fence nearly falling and was unable 
therefore to keep up. Solisko was a dull 
last. 


July 1 

THE INDIAN RIVER STEEPLECHASE. 
Six starters put the race on the regular 
program although not featured. Ancestor 
and Coveted were highly favored with 
Beaupre always a possibility and Billing 
Bear favoring the added distance. An- 
cestor was away in front, fencing beauti- 
fully with Coveted close behind him. By 
the 8th fence it was evident that “Scotty”

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Mrs. A. A. Bigelow’s *Par Amour Takes 
The Amagansett Hurdle Handicap Going Away

Driving up to the wire in track record 
time, Mrs. A. A. Bigelow’s *Par Amour 
scored a mild upset in the mile and 
three quarter Amagansett Hur-Handicap 
on Thursday, June 30th. Coupled in the 
betting with Prince Regent, the top 
weight, the entry paid $8.90 to win, but 
there is little question that Prince Re- 
gent, undefeated in his last three starts, 
commanded most of the betting atten- 
tion. 

‘Par Amour received a smooth ride 
from Scottie Schulhofer, who has de- 
veloped into one of the top steeplechase 
jockeys of the season. Carrying 142 Tbs, 
*Par Amour was restrained off the pace 
for most of the trip, although never far 
out of it, then moved willingly around 
the last turn to reach the leaders as the 
field curved into the stretch. At the 
final hurdle, *Par Amour, Permian and 
Mielaison were on equal terms, but in 
the short run to the wire, *Par Amour 
drew out to win by three lengths. Per- 
mian, the weight for age top weight of 
the race, under 149 Tbs., hung on well 
to finish in the runner-up spot, about 
another three lengths in front of 
*Camee, which finished strongly in the 
stretch run under one of Albert Foot’s 
famous windmill finishes. 

The Amagansett was a good contest 
all the way, and was one of the best 
hurdle races in several years, bringing 
together practically all the best of this 


division in training at the present time. 
From a good break, Harry Hatcher 
took Mrs. F. Eugene Dixon’s Mielaison 
out to set the pace, closely followed by 
Fulton and Prince Regent. The remain- 
der of the nine horse field -ran weil 
grouped behind these three with re- 
latively little change of position until 
a complete turn of the field. Racing for 
the clubhouse turn the second time, 
some crowding occured and as the field 
moved into the backstretch the last 
time, Prince Regent lost his position 
and put in several poor jumps. The 
Proff, winner of his only two starts this 
year, including a win a week ago, and 
running coupled with Dear Brutus as 
the favorite, dropped out of contention 
at this point and was eventually eased 
up. An examination later disclosed the 
fact, that he developed colic during the 
race. Meanwhile, Dear Brutus had 
moved into the second spot behind 
Mielaison, with Fulton next and Per- 
mian fourth. At this point Schulhofer 
had *Par Amour in fifth position just 
about five lengths off the leader. Ex- 
cept for some closing up, this order 
prevailed down the far side and around 
the last turn. Straightening out for the 
stretch run, Mielaison, Dear Brutus, 
Fulton, Permian and *Par Amour charg- 
ed for the second from the last hurdle in 
a solid phalanx. After completing this 
jump, Fulton started to give way, while 
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Phelps on Dear Brutus was having 
trouble keeping his mount straight and 
couldn’t do his best. At the final hurdle 
Par Amour, Permian and Mielaison 
were heads apart, but the run to the 
wire separated this group with Mielai- 
son hanging in the flat run to yield to 
the fast closing *Camee. 

*Par Amour’s time was 3:16, two full 
seconds and 45 better than The Proff’s 
record which was set only last week. 

Bobby Davis, who has had *Par Am- 
our for about a year now, has done well 
with him. Bred in France, *Par Amour 
was put to hurdling. His record over 
hurdles includes a win in 1953, and two 
prior victories in 1955, but the Amagan- 
sett is by far the most important win 
thus far, and was an excellent race for 
the horse. 

The third week of infield racing at 
Aqueduct opened with a win for Robert 
Van Horn’s Ring o’Roses, trained by D. 
“Mikie” Smithwick, and ridden by Bob 
McDonald. At a mile and three quarters 
over hurdles and under claiming condi- 
tions it was a nice win for the horse, 
McDonald getting him off well, staying 
in front and crossing under the wire 
two and a half lengths to the fore of 
Sidney Watters’ Carthage. A half a 
length further back, Breakers Ahead 
closed well to gain third, with Morphe- 
us, a well beaten fourth some eight 
lengths further back.

My husband, the late Walter J. Sal- 
mon, originally built up his farm with 
the idea of breeding thoroughbreds for 
his own racing stable. However, the mid- 
thirties produced a change in policy and 
Mereworth Farm has been breeding ex- 
clusively for the market for over twenty 
years.

Last year they ranked first in money 
won, in races won, and in number of 
2-year-old stakes winners. In 1953 
Mereworth was first in money won, 
and in races won. The same is true of 
1952 and 1951. In addition, Mere- 
worth’s bay filly by Bull Lea—Lady 
Lark, by Blue Larkspur sold for the 
top price of the 1951 sales at $60,000, 
the highest dollar ever commanded by 
a yearling filly at auction in this coun- 
try. The filly, later named Perfection 
was a stakes winner for her purchaser 
Clifton S. Jones. 


Mr. Salmon went into racing about 
1916 in a very modest way. His early ex- 
periences were more or less discourag- 
ing, but, looking back on them over the 
years, they have their amusing and 
ridiculous aspects. Like many other 
fortunate people who had some degree 
of success in racing and breeding and 


who stayed in the game for many 
years, Mr. Salmon was indebted to 
Arthur B. Hancock, Sr. It was with his 


willing help and his great knowledge 
that both the racing stable and brood- 
mare band were started. 


In 1919 our first broodmare was bred 
to *WRACK, then standing at Mr. Han 
cock’s Paris; Kentucky, farm. In 1921 
we moved to the original 600-acre farm 
which is still the nucleus of Mereworth’s 
horse-breeding activities. In 1923 we pro- 
duced our first crop of 13 foals on the 
new farm, 6 of which were stakes win- 
ners, and by 1942 Mereworth was pro- 
ducing up to 70 foals a year. It is our 
present policy to limit the number of 
broodmares to between 60 and 80, as 
suitable replacements of 6 and 8 mares 


a year would normally control the 
total number. 
Mr. Salmon called the farm “Mere- 


worth” because of our policy which he 
intended to follow in the breeding 
operation, Lord Falmouth’s breeding 
farm in England was called “Mereworth” 
and Lord Falmouth had a very fine 
band of broodmares but kept no stallion. 
Mr. Salmon intended to breed all of his 
mares out to the best stallions avail- 
able. This was a simple matter in those 
days when there were fewer Thorough- 
breds, less racing and, consequently, 
less competition; the day of syndicates 
was still far in the future. This policy 
worked very well until the racing stable 
developed good sire material as DIS- 
PLAY. By 1932 nearly all of Mereworth’s 
mares were being bred to “home stal- 
lions” and this policy continued until 
about fifteen years ago; it was respon- 
sible for our having 130 broodmares at 
one time for we had so many stallions, 
home-breds and imported sires, that the 
stallion power was there to be used. 
Since about 1940 Mereworth has re- 
duced the number of its broodmares 
and has bred more mares to outside 
stallions. 

Since 1937 several farms in a number 
of central Kentucky counties have been 
added to the original 600-acre unit. We 
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needed more acres for horses and to use 
these additional acres to the best ad- 
vantage, it was necessary to have a 
balanced farm program. We acquired a 
tobacco base, grew, harvested, and 
cleaned various kinds of grass seed, and 
finally developed a Hereford cow-calf 
herd using top grade cows and regis- 
tered bulls. By the slow process of 
selection and culling, we have now 
built up a herd of which we are very 
proud. We have been carrying on some 
experiments in crossbreeding and we 
are experimenting and testing in co- 
— with and under the guidance 
of the University of Kentucky. 

Mr. Salmon believed that there should 
be a resident veterinarian at Mereworth 
Farm and for all but two of the years 
since 1926 we have had our own 
veterinarian. Possibly this policy was 
largely responsible for Mereworth’s 
privilege of close contact and coopera- 
tion with the University of Kentucky on 
such problems as parasites, virus abor- 
tion,““wobblers,” infection, and diseases 
of the Thoroughbred. 

At the present time we are especial- 
ly interested in comparing blood tests 
made on all the horses on the farm at 
different times of the year and under 
varying conditions of pasture and other 
feeds and feeding. Our plan is now in 
its early stages and we are groping 
for information and standards but we 
hope to learn something both interesting 
and practically helpful. We are, indeed, 
fortunate in being able to work with 
the Crown Crest laboratory in this pro- 
gram of blood-testing. 

The care and improvement of our 
pastures has been a major program for 
many years. Soil tests are made on 
pastures as well as on crop land and

tests of various grasses give an idea of 
the nutritional value of the forage and 
the presence or lack of the basic and 
trace minerals, While many pastures 
are turned over regularly for crops and 
then put back in grass, we have found 
new ways of seeding and refreshing 
fields that we cannot spare for the two 
or more years necessary to allow for a 
crop and reseeding. 

We have had a laboratory at Mere- 
worth for many years but it has recent- 
ly been enlarged and improved. Facili- 
ties for examining and testing mares 
are available and we are greatly helped 
in our decisions about 9-day breedings. 
The breeding season of 1955 is not yet 
over but I believe that we will have bred 
only about 4th of our foaling mares on 
the ninth day. The results of the later 
breeding date seem to have been much 
more successful in producing preg- 
nancies and the foaling mares held over 
seem to average less services per mare. 

Our especially constructed foaling 
barn, built about 1930, was one of Mr. 
Salmon’s pet projects. Mares are moved 
into this barn a few days before foaling 
and are moved out with their foals the 
day after foaling, provided everything 
is normal with both mare and foal. The 
stalls are built to be cleaned quickly 
and thoroughly and the barn has 
especially large windows and doors so 
that light and fresh air are plentiful. 

Mares and foals go to a nursery barn 
the day after foaling and each mare has 
an individual paddock for a week or 
ten days until she has become used to 
her foal. After that the mares go to 
outlying barns in groups of 12 to 15; 
these groups stay together until wean- 
ing time. 


Because records on breeding and 
performance in the Thoroughbred race 
horse go back further than those for 
any other animal, except the fox-hound, 
Mr. Salmon was fortunate in persuading 
the Carnegie Institution at Cold Spring 
Harbor, New York, to carry on a study 
of Thoroughbreds from the point of 
view of speed, ability to go a distance, 
and to carry various weights at differ- 
ent distances. This study was well under 
way, under the direction of Dr. Harry 
L. Laughlin, and some important con- 
clusions had been reached in the early 
nineteen-thirties. Unfortunately it was 
necessary to end the study after several 
years of work as it became increasingly 
expensive to carry on the project. 


I refer to the study at Carnegie 
Institution as it had a considerable in- 
fluence on the mating of our mares. 
Each race horse had a figure for racing 
quality of performance which was com- 
bined with a breeding index going back 
several generations. From a study of 
the racing and breeding qualities of 
thousands of Thoroughbreds from many 
countries, standards were formed, 
checked, and rechecked. Breeding the 
“best to the best’? was found to have a 
better chance of success than any other 
system. We had figure ratings on all 
of our mares and on the stallions to 
which we bred in those days and we did 
follow the “best to the best” policy. 
That system is still maintained: but the 
figures are home-made and do not have 
the scientific basis of Dr. Laughlin’s 
ratings.“Nicks” and “crosses’’ are some- 
times successful but very often the ideal 
mare either from a physical or from a 
breeding standpoint is not available to be 
sent to one of the top stallions. Not 
owning the ideal mare, it seems sensible 
to send the best race mare or best pro- 
ducing mare to that top stallion and 
hope that the best qualities of both 
sire and dam will appear in the off- 
spring. We all have theories about 
breeding but when we get down to the 
job of mating mares, there are many 
practical factors to consider in addition 
to what on paper appears to be the 
ideal mating: will the mare foal early or 
late, is she a sure or uncertain breeder 
with a foal at side; if she is barren, what 
does her record indicate as to her 
chance of getting in foal? 

Raising yearlings for sale means some 
changes in schedule and practice, but 
these variations do not seem to keep 
sales yearlings from being top race 
horses. The colts must be paddocked 
individually in April and all yearlings 
must be protected from the heat and 





sun. Top condition is imperative at a 
certain date and that necessitates 
special feeding and attention to each 
individual. Trainers say they do not want 
yearlings to be too fat but woe to the 
seller who allows his charges to reach 
the ring in completely natural condition! 
Possibly in the future, sellers, buyers 
and trainers may be able to agree on a 
program for developing summer sales

P. L. Dent’s Jarrin John Wins Arlington Park Hurdle 
Stakes Over H. S. Nichols’ Ginny Bug

The fifth running of the Arlington 
Park Hurdle Stakes went into the chart 
books as the third race on that track’s 
card for Friday, June 23, before a bet- 
ter-than-average weekday crowd, which 
gave the offering a reception which in- 
dicates a steadily growing interest in 
steeplechasing in the Chicago area. There 
was also faultless weather and a turf 
which, as one rider put it, would have 
been a pleasure to fall on. However, 
that utterer was spared the pleasure, 
although others were not so lucky. 

Besides the habitual racetrackers pre- 
sent, there were members of the Midwest 
Hunt Race Association from each of its 
component meetings, including point- 
to-points. This is another indication of 
the popularity of the affair, and of its 
prospects for continuance, if not en- 
largement. 

Performancewise, the outstanding fea- 
ture of the race was the generalship of 
Thomas A. Rankin, of Versailles, Ky. 
This gentleman took Jarrin John to the 
front with as much celerity as the mass 
of the horse would permit, and kept him 
steaming, so that neither rain nor snow, 
had they been there, nor Ginny Bug, 
which was there, could detain him from 
the accomplishment of his mission. 

The field of nine got away to a good 
and almost instantaneous start after rea- 
ching the post. Austin Brown, himself a 
rider in the four previous contests, and 
winner of two of them, handled the 
tape. Early negotiations at the head end 
of the affair were between Guilford Dud- 
ley’s Here’s Why, Jarrin John and Wil- 
liam Hail’s Mountain Blue, which showed 
a fine piece of running for the first half, 
but ran out of gas before reaching the 
wire for the finish. 

Trailing the three leaders in the early 
stages were Mr. Buder and Lassy B’ar, 
John Cotter with Menippus, “Bing” Mur- 
phy with The Deacon, Pat Murphy with 
Ginny Bug, Mr. Dufton with Local Run 
and Jack Glass with Port Call. The last- 
named horse got out of contention going 
over the third jump, for he put in a very 
bad one indeed, putting Glass on the 
turf, and kicking him on the ankle in 
leaving. 

From then on out, Port Call more or 
less dominated the play, with a subse- 
quent assist from Lassy B’ar, as will be 
hereafter recounted. By the time the fifth 
jump was reached, Jarrin John had just 
about got up to maximum speed, and 
was beginning to see no horses in front 
of him, barring Port Call, for brief in- 
tervals. Heres Why was dogging his steps 
and Lassy B’ar was moving. But, going 
over the fifth, spectators with glasses 


saw Mr. Buder thrust his left foot out, 
hard and far; he had broken a stirrup 
leather. Ginny Bug had looked the field 
over from far back and decided it was 
time to start running. Mountain Blue 
was beginning to tire, and Johnny Cotter 
had about gotten Menippus persuaded 
that there were other things in life be- 
sides running last. Local Run was try- 
ing to keep up. 


Matters proceeded about thus over the 
sixth, except that Lassy B’ar, with Mr. 
Buder out of balance, swerved away 
from the jump and left Mr. Buder, or 
vice versa. This put two loose horses in 
the running, but not the jumping, for 
each went religiously along with the 
field, swinging away from jumps as they 
reached them, but picking up knots on 
the other side. At one time, either or 
both was leading the leader, at others, 
they mingled with the field. ‘Ginny Bug, 
meanwhile was passing horses and was 
running third when two jumps from 
home. At this time, in the turn at the 
top of the stretch, the two horses came 
again into contention, and an outrider 
decided to collar them. He was, of 
course unsuccessful, and desisted, report- 
edly having gotten the benefit of his 
views from Pat Murphy, who was in hot 
pursuit of Mr. Rankin with Jarrin John, 
there was no catching the pair, who roll- 
ed over the finish line four lengths 
ahead, to the delight of Mrs. Dent, not 
to mention the customers who collected 
$12.80 on the minimum investment. Time 
was 4:08%5, or 4% off the record set by 
Ginny Bug last year. 


Local Run was pulled up early, after 
being unable to keep up. The Deacon, 
apparently in need of further condition- 
ing, was also allowed to walk in. 

Representatives of all of the seven 
meetings along the Midwest Hunt Race 
circuit enjoyed the day’s events as guests 
of the Post and Paddock Club. Among 
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others were Mr. and Mrs. R. M. Seastrom, 
newcomers to hunt racing from Indiana- 
polis, and the honeymooning Mr. and 
Mrs. “Sonny” Foster, from Germantown. 
Also on a flying visit from Monmouth 
Park was Chris Wood, Jr., among other 
things field director of the United Hunts. 


The general impression seems to be 
that the Arlington Park management is 
entirely sold on the addition of this, the 
only event over jumps in their meeting, 
and that more might be added if suffi- 
cient horses of adequate class could be 
induced to enter. This impression was 
current even before the running of the 
Stakes. The fact that the handle on 
Friday’s event hit an all-time-high, be- 
ing almost $10,000. above last year’s 
mutuel pool may have crystallized the 
management’s already high opinion of 
the value of steeplechasing as part of a 
race card.

Its History—Its Outlook For 1955

Lexington, Ky. — “At 86-thousand and 

...I’m gonna sell him... . at 86-thous- 
and and sold him right here for 
$6-thousand dollars.” 

As auctioneer George Swinebroad 
struck his gavel, completing the sale of 
Hip Number 226 at the Keeneland sum- 
mer sales of July, 1954, he produly an- 
nounced to the capacity audience, “A 
new American record!” 

And so it was. A syndicate headed by 
F. J. Adams of Fort Worth, Texas, had 
paid the new all-time American high of 
86-thousand dollars for a chestnut year- 
ling colt by *Nasrullah out of the *Ali- 
bhai mare, Lurline B. The colt, now 
named Nalur, was consigned by Clifford 
Moeers’ Walnut Springs Farm. 

Whether this record price will be 
threatened at the Keeneland sales of 
this year, remains to be seen. After all. 
the old record of 75-thousand dollars had 
stood for 26 years. For it was the year 
1928 when the Eastland Farms Syndi- 
cate bought the colt, later to be named 
New Broom. 

But the Keeneland summer sales of 
1954 not only were the scene of a re- 
cord for a yearling colt but also of a new 
record for averages. Three-hundred and 
forty-four yearlings sold for $3,419,300 
or a new high average of $9,940. 

Maybe neither mark is in jeopardy. 
However, Breeders’ Sales Company offi- 
cials are confident that the 363 young- 
sters comprising the July 25-27 sales are 
comparable in pedigree and conforma- 
tion with the yearlings of last year’s re- 
cord auction. 

Early this year, a record number of 
832 individuals were nominated for the 
summer sales. First, that number was 
reduced drastically by a pedigree com- 
mittee. Then, a conformation team made 
field inspections which resulted in the 
final number of 363 which are being 
catalogued. It is through this rigid dual 
examination of the yearlings that the 
Breeders’ Sales Company is able to boast 
of the “Kenneland summer sales of ‘sel 
ected’ yearlings.” 

The Breeders’ Sales Company was born 
out of war-time necessity. Lacking trans- 
portation facilities during World War II, 
to ship yearlings to the sales in the East, 
twenty prominent breeders signed the 


articles of incorporation that gave life 
to this non-profit, cooperative Thorough- 
bred sales organization. 


The inaugural sale was held in the 
summer of 1944 at Keeneland Race 
Course—hence the title of Keeneland 
summer sales. The company conducts 
two sales annually. In July, it’s the sale 
of “selected” yearlings. In the fall, 
horses of all ages are included. 

From time to time, the company con- 
ducts dispersals of breeding and racing 
stock. For example, at the conclusion of 
the final session of this year’s summer 
sales, the company will sell eight year- 
lings belonging to T. M. Daniel. (This 
abbreviated auction marks the first step 
in the complete dispersal of the Thor- 
oughbred holdings of Mr. Daniel.) 


In the 11 years of operation, tremen- 
dous strides have been made by the com- 
pany, in perfecting all phases of the 
sales operation. 

Breeders’ Sales Company is justifiabiy 
proud of the records of Keeneland-sold 
yearlings. Let’s take a look at the year 
1954, almost as typical as it is extraor- 
dinary. 

Of all the winners of “open” stakes on 
the flat for the year, 61 were sold at 
Keeneland. These 61 winners won 108 
stakes for the 551 contested, including 
the classic 3-year-old races comprising 
the Triple Crown—the Derby (Deter- 
mine), the Preakness (Hasty Road), and 
the Belmont (High Gun). 

A closer look reveals that of twenty 
100-thousand dollar stakes races con- 
tested, Keeneland sales yearlings won 
nine of them. 

Determine, who cost Andrew Crevolin 
only $12,000 at the July sales of 1952, 
won two of these rich races—the Ken- 
tuckv Derby and the Santa Anita Derby. 

Errard King, a $7,600 sales bargain, 
also won two of these races—the Ameri- 
can Derby and the Arlington Classic. 

High Gun, the adjudged champion 3- 
vear-old of the year, who sold for $10,200, 
won the Belmont Stakes; Imbros, a $15,- 
100 yearling, captured the California 
Stakes: the Flamingo went to ill-fated 
*Turn-To, sales priced at $20,000; Gains- 
boro Girl, who brought $11,300 in the 
sales won the world’s richest race for 
fillies and mares, the New Castle Handi- 
cap: and Hasty Road, whom the A. E. 
Reubens purchased for $23,100, won the 
Preakness. 

In seven stakes races last year, includ- 
ing the American Derby, Keeneland year- 
ran 1-2-3. In nine other stakes

events, including the Kentucky Derby, 


the California Stakes, and the Carter 
Handicap, Keeneland-sold youngsters ran 
one-two. 

Although in existence only 11 years, 
Keeneland summer sales, conducted by 
the Breeders’ Sales Company, have sup- 
plied three Kentucky Derby winners. In 
1945, Mrs. Elizabeth Arden Graham paid 
$41,100 for a son of *Blenheim II, and 
two years later, Jet Pilot captured the 
Run For the Roses. 

In 1953, Harry F. Guggenheim’s Dark 
Star, not only won the Derby in a wire- 
to-wire effort, but handed Native Dancer 
what was to be his only defeat in an 
illustrious career. Dark Star was a $6,500 
sales yearling of 1951. 

That same year, 1953, saw Keeneland 
sales yearlings capture three of the first 
four places in the Derby. Besides Dark 
Star the winner, third-place Invigator and 
fourth-place Royal Bay Gem were also 
from the same summer sales. 

Last year, Breeders’ Sales horses even 
improved on that record in the Derby. 
For behind Determine were second-place 
Hasty Road, fourth-place Goyamo, and 
fifth-place Admiral Porter, all represen- 
tatives of the Keeneland sales. 

Three summer sales yearlings — Oil 
Capitol, Determine, and Hasty Road—are 
among the 13 all-time leading money 
winners. 

Over 60 Keeneland-sold horses have 
earned in excess of $100,000 at the races. 

All these records and more have been 
amassed in the relatively brief span of 
11 years. 

By coincidence, 363 yearlings — the 
same number as last year — have been 
catalogued for this year’s sale. Of that 
total, 212 are colts and 151 are fillies. 

As just one of several examinations one 
might well make to ascertain the quality 
of this year’s sales crop, let’s look at the 
yearlings from the standpoint of sires 
represented. 

Of the leading American sires of 1954, 
18 of the top 20 are represented in the 
Keeneland July vendue. 

Bull Lea, third on the list, and *Kha- 
led, seventh, are the only two of the top 
twenty missing. 

*Heliopolis, last year’s leading sire, 
has four yearlings in the sales. *Ali- 
bhai, second leading sire will be repre- 
sented by 11 of his offerings. Revoked, 
number four, is the sire of 8 youngsters 
which will be sold. 

*Nasrullah, fifth on the general sire 
list, has three of his progeny, in the 
sales. (Last year, at Keeneland, three 
‘Nasrullah-sired yearlings averaged $56.- 
833, for a new record high.) 

Others of the 20 leading sires of 1954 
and the number of their representatives 
in the sales include: *Bernborough, 3;

You Should Be So Lucky 

YOU SHOULD BE a boy named Sammy 
Boulmetis. You would be 27 years old, 
but you would be used to people who 
didn’t know calling you “Shrimp” or 
“Shorty”. It wouldn’t make much dif- 
ference. Because of your size—the abil- 
ity to make 105 pounds normally—you 
are a jockey. Somebody who is more in- 
terested in statistics than you are has 
pointed out that your annual gross in- 
come is just about 100 grand. So you’re 
a shrimp. So let ’em sue you. 

You did not reach your present status 
easily. Ten years ago you were a kid on 
the streets of Baltimore, the son of an 
emigrant Greek tailor. The most import- 
ant thing in your mind was a way to 
make a living, the guarantee of a steady 
income. You got a job in a printing 
shop as an apprentice. It was a fellow 
worker there who played the ponies, 
noticed your size, and kiddingly sug- 
gested you try the race track. You took 
him up on it. 

You went to work for Fred Hannon, a 
grand guy, now dead, but of the old 
school of trainers. He was your patron, 
but he reserved cussing privileges. You 
mucked stalls, rubbed horses, hot walked 
them until you were dizzy. He laid it into 
you pretty good, but you soon knew 
something about what makes horses run. 


Then there was a spell you worked for 
E. W. King, one of the leading trainers 
at Monmouth Park now. You rode your 
first winner finally in the spring of 1949. 
You were so unknown that the combina- 
tion of your horse and the winner of 
the second race paid a $3,015.40 daily 
double. 


But things began to happen to you 
after that. You had the makings of a 
rider. In fact, you were the leading 
jockey at Monmouth Park in 1949, a 
feat you were to repeat in 1953. In 1954 
you were the leading rider at Hialeah 
where the jockey competition is the 
toughest in the world. That brings you 
up to date—up to the present Monmouth 
Park meeting where you are the hottest 
riding property in the business, booting 
home nearly two winners a day, headed 
for an all-time Monmouth Park record. 

You should be Sammy Boulmetis. You 
should be so lucky. —G.B.S. 


Androit 

G. Rollie White, Texas Thoroughbred 
patron, who uncovered a real galloper 
in Trim Destiny this year, has a 2-year- 
old filly, under the tutelage of John 
Locklear, which indicates she might be 
a worthy successor to the son of Destino.

Mrs. Richard D. (Liz) Lunn of Llangol- 
len Farm, Upperville, Va., was a very 
liberal buyer at the dispersal sale of the 
breeding stock of W. W. (Tiny) Naylor 
on June 27th at Riverside, California. 
The 6 classy Thoroughbreds which she 
bought went for a collective $162,200. 

Her purchases included the 5-year-old 
broodmare Jana (*Alibhai—Jane Gail,

*King’s Abbey for $37,000. This mare, 
a half-sister to the Derby winner (now at 
stud in Ireland) Hill Gail, was the top 
price of the entire vendue.

Shot) with colt foal by Alate for $30,- 
000. This 4-year-old mare is a sister to 
the brilliant Armed, the good filly Lap 
Full, and stakes winner Re-Armed. 

Gold Salute (*Alibhai—*Constant, by 
Constant Son) and colt foal by *King’s 
Abbey for $30,000. Gold Salute is the 
dam of the $143,135 winner Golden Ab- 
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Stakes Winner and Sire 
Bolero Painted By 
Mrs. Elsie Tuckerman 


The cover spot of this special Keene- 
land Sales issue is given over to Elsie 
Tuckerman’s study in oil of Bolero, who 
is one of the many outstanding stakes 
winners which have passed through the 
Keeneland summer sales. 

As hip no. 50 in the 1947 July vendue 
on Monday afternoon, the flashy chest- 
nut son of Eight Thirty—Stepwisely, by 
Wise Counsellor, was bought from the 
Elmendorf Farm consignment for $16,- 
000 by Arnold Hanger. 

For Mr. Hanger the handsome Bolero 
raced until June of his 3-year-old year 
when he was sold to Abe Hirschberger 
for a reported $31,500. After his sale 
Bolero’s racing career took a sharp up- 
swing, and before he was retired the 
Eight Thirty colt had won 10 stakes and 
$156,450, He set 6 track records includ- 
ing world records for 6 furlongs (1:08%) 
and 7 furlongs (1:21) and was 2nd by 
three-parts of a length to Citation when 
that horse set a world mark of 1:3334. 
Bolero also equalled his own track rec- 
ord for 6 furlongs at Bay Meadows. 

When his racing career ended with an 
incipient bowed tendon at the age of 5, 
Bolero was brought back to Elmendorf 
Farm, Lexington, Ky., then managed by 
Lou Doherty and syndicated. Then when 
Mr. Doherty started his stallion station, 
the fleet chestnut was one of the origin- 
al stallions offered at that unique farm. 

At stud, Bolero, from two crops rac- 
ing, has sired the stakes winners Wreck 
Master (also a record breaker), and Bat- 
tle Dance, plus numerous winners.

for $33,000. Mrs. Ann Peppers’ purchased

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THE HANDICAP SYSTEM 

You will notice that most of todays 
games are being played under the 
Handicap System. Here is an explana- 
tion of this system. 

Players have ratings of 0 to 10 goals, 
but the fact that a man is rated at 2, 5 
or 10 goals does not mean that he will 
score that many times in a game. It is 
not the average number of goals he 
makes in a a season. 

His rating is simply a value of his 
ability as a player. It is a means of com- 
paring one man with another and makes 
it possible for two unequal teams to meet 
on equal terms: This is done by adding 
up the goal ratings of the members of 
each teams’ players and substracting the 
rating of the lesser team from the great- 
er and giving the difference to the weak- 
er as a handicap. 

Thus if the home team is a 9 goal team 
and playing a 15 goal team there is a 6 
goal handicap difference. In a case like 
this in determining the final score 6 
goals will be added to the number actual- 
ly scored by the home team. 

Goal ratings are given to players by 
The U. S. Polo Association’s committee 
of expert observers who compare their 
opinions of player’s ability and assign a 
rating to him.

King drew a good field of seven hurdlers, 
and brought Rythminhim into the win- 
ners enclosure for the first time at a 
major track. George Cassidy got the 
field off in almost perfect alignment, 
including Rythminhim, which has sul- 
ked and refused to break several times 
in the past. However the horse got off 
well, but then did his sulking and at 
one time was almost twenty lengths 
behind the leaders, much to the chagrin 
of Aqueduct’s shirt sleeved cohorts, who 
had made him the two to one favorite. 
Meanwhile, Caste, Oneida and *Phalene 
were making it a good race out in front 
on fairly close terms. Despite the best 
efforts of Charlie Harr on Rythminhim, 
the horse didn’t respond until nearly 
the far turn the last time. Then he 
began to run, and Harr didn’t give him 
a chance to change his mind from that 
point on, using everything he had, in- 
cluding a liberal application of the whip 
on both sides right up to the wire. Rang- 
ing up to challenge Oneida at the final 
hurdle, Adams on that one, which had 
alternated in setting or pressing the 
ace, attempted to go with Rythminhim, 
ut in the run on the flat, The Walsh 
color-bearer prevailed and went on to 
win by two. A length further back, 
Caste finished a good third in this 
company. *Danny Boy 2nd was fourth, 
but was never a dangerous factor. 

A maiden hurdle race on Wednesday 
saw two three-year-olds put up a spirit- 
ed duel, which resulted in John Schiff’s 
Spit n’Polish come off best to win by 
seven lengths. King Gavin was the run- 
ner-up, but the difference at the wire 
did not tell the story. In the early 
stages of this race, F. Ambrose Clark’s 
Crockford, another three-year-old, and 
for about a turn of the field, showed 
the way. The other two three-year-olds 
laid behind him, and as they approach- 
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ed the iinal hurdle on the far side, 
Crocktord gave away, leaving Spit ’n- 
Polish and King Gavin to settle the is- 
sue from that 'point, all around the last 
turn and up to the second trom the 
last hurdle. Racing head and head these 
two drew off trom the remainder oi the 
field, but it was not until approaching 
the tinal hurdle that King Gavin gave 


way, permitting the Schiff jumper to 
score with ease. Hadhramut finished 
third, some four lengths behind King 
Gavin, and might have been closer 


except for a bad one at the last hurdle 
on the far side. 

A claiming hurdle race on Friday 
Saw a small field of six horses go post- 
ward, and a double in the week for 
Robert Van Horn’s Ring o’Roses. Ridden 
on this occasion by Paddy Smithwick, 
Ring o’Roses got to the front midway 
through the race, and maintained a com- 
fortable margin to win by about three 
lengths. Indian Fire was next, and just 
lasted to save the runner-up position 
from the French import, *Condor 2nd, 
which closed with plenty of courage to 
overtake Rebel Coat on the flat, and 
almost catch Indian Fire. Overnight rain 
slowed the track up, and the time was 
3:23 and a fraction.

yearlings with the aim of steady, nat- 
ural progress for the young horses with- 
out regard for a specific sales date in 
late July or early August after which 
purchase time there must be an un- 
winding process before actual training 


can begin. ) 
Selling part of the yearling crop in 
a sale of “selected yearlings” auto- 


matically reduces the desirability and 
sales value of the yearlings that remain. 
It is ironical that the yearlings which 
will sell for much lower prices must 
be fed and cared for up to three months 
longer than those that bring much high- 
er prices. It would be almost impossible 
to produce a crop composed of 100% 
“selected yearlings,” but though many 
stakes winners come from the “poor 
relations” left at home, very few buyers 
want to purchase a yearling for a 
decent price which has one _ strike 
against him because of exclusion from 
the summer sales. 

The market breeder has another very 
serious problem. Fashion in stallions 
and bloodlines changes very frequently. 
The breeder must come to his con- 
clusions on mares and sires to be used 
a good two-and-one-half years before his 
crop will be sold. If he does not hit the 
fashion, his prices are low, for the buying 
public has become much harder to 
please and most buyers are now inter- 
ested in purchasing only _ so-called 
“stakes horse’ material. Some 20 or 
30 yearlings out of 400 are fashionable 
and sought after by 75% of the buyers. 
Some owners leave the sale empty- 
handed because they cannot or will not 
pay the prices for the fashionable 
minority. Why not buy a good sound 
horse from a good solid family? Next 
year his pedigree may be as fashion- 
able as another. What if he is not a sta- 
kes-winner? In the old days we were 
happy to have a winner and today that 
winner can earn four to five times what 
he did in 1930. Mr. Salmon used to say: 
“Try to buy a winner and you may 
develop a stakes horse; try to buy a 
stakes horse and you may have only a 
series of bitter disappointments.” 





I cannot end this story of Mereworth 
without reference to the heads of our 
departments who have all been with us 
for numbers of years; they first came 
to the farm when Mr. Salmon was 
active and they have stayed on to work 
with the other members of the Salmon 
family. Mereworth Farm has given us 
all much pleasure in the past, and the 
loyalty and knowledge of our employees 
and department heads have made the 
continuation of our organization pos- 
sible.

It ran somewhat like this: 


“Sleep on and take your rest! But you 
don’t know that dis is the judgment day, 
and that ring-tail of yours will soon 
catch fire. You climb high, and you 
sleep tight; but you is gwine to fall far 
and wake mighty sudden. You done 
make your last track; you done open 
your last oyster. When your tail catch 
fire, you can snort, but you can’t blow 
out that flame. Why didn’t you read 
your book better, which would tell you 
to go down deep in a hollow? How come 
it that you can lie out on that limb, so 
bold and public and common? Is you 
done say your prayers? If you want to 
run, let me hold your hat. But I done 
catch a lot of your family, so you will 
find company where you are comin’. 
Good-night, old foxy-face ring-tail.”
